REMARKS 

Summary 

New clean and marked-up copies of a substitute specification are being submitted that 
address the Examiner's objection to the previous substitute specification. Since there are no 
other outstanding issues, the application is now in allowable form. 

Status of the claims 

Claims 1-35 are pending. Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 8-16, 19, 21, 23, 24, and 26-33 have been 
amended to improve their form. Claims 1,16, and 19 are independent. 

Requested action 

Applicants respectfully request the Examiner to reconsider and withdraw the 
outstanding objections in view of the foregoing amendments and the following remarks. 

Substitute specification objections 

The Examiner objects to the substitute specification because he did not receive a clean 
copy thereof 1 and because the pages of the substitute specification corresponding to pages 109-

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126 of the originally-filed specification are not in a format appropriate for the Detailed 
Description of the Preferred Embodiments. 

In response, while not conceding the propriety of the objections, the undersigned 
telephoned the Examiner and he tentatively agreed that amending the specification as has been 
done in the attached clean and marked-up copies of the substitute specification would obviate the 
objections. 

Claim Amendments 

Applicants have also amended Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 8-16, 19, 21, 23, 24, and 26-33 to 
improve their form, and have amended paragraph 239 to correct a minor typographical error. 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, the application is now in allowable 
form.
